Improved Care
In Hospitals
Hinges on Help

Visiting Committee
Calls Conditions
‘Disgraceful’

In all District hospitals, par-

Dale, the most urgent problem
is lack of personnel, and until
that problem is met “there is
no hope of any considerable im-
provement in the care of pa-
tients in the public hospitals of
the District,” the Hospital Visit-
ing Committee declared today
in its first report to Commis-
sioner Guy Mason.

The pyschiatric ward at Gallinger
came in for special criticism, with
the committee declaring that condi-
tions at the ward “due to inadequacy
of personnel and facilities, are not
only disgraceful to the District of
Columbia but also positively dan-
gerous to the staff, to the public and
to the patients themselves.”

The committee, however, defended

demanded last year by a Senate
subcommittee which investigated
conditions at Gallinger,

Best Under Circumstances.

“It is the impression of the com-
mittee that Dr. Gilbert and his staff
are doing the best that can be ex-
pected under present circumstances,”
the report commented.

The Gallinger kitchen, another
target of the Senate investigating
group, also drew criticism from the
committee, which cited floors littered
with vegetable skins and personal
apparel, and uncovered garbage
pails in the outer kitchen. The
commitiee recalled, however, that
plans were going forward for a new
kitchen and laundry, also found to
be inadequate.

Much of the criticism of the psy-
chiatric ward was along the lines
of the report of the committee of
three psychiatrists, heaged by Dr,
Winfred Overholser, superintendent
of St, Elizabeth's Hospital, who in-
vestigated the ward this year. The
visiting committee stressed cracked
and leaking walls, insecure windows
and the inadequacy of personnel.

Staff Discouraged.

“Newspaper notoriety has only
served to discourage the staff by
blaming them for conditions they
are powerless to remedy, 'and it
makes more difficult the acquisition
of new and competent personnel to
replace those who sever their con-
nections with the hospital,” the com-
mittee contended.

Sentence:in Slaying

Of Blond Divorcee

Jury Takes 90 Minutes
To Reach Agreement
On First-Degree Verdict

Convicted by a District Court jury
of first-degree murder, Fred C.
Mergner, 45-year-old widower and
father of five children, today awaited
formal sentencing of death in the
electric chair for the slaying last
October 25 of his former house-
| keeper, Mrs. Charlotte Robinson.

The bald, paunchy defendant was
the first white person in the District
to be convicted of first-degree mur-
der since 1936, when Thomas Jordon
was found guilty of the Garden T-
Shoppe slaying of Mrs. Elizabeth
Janes on Good Friday in 1931. Jor-
don’s sentence later was commuted
to life imprisonment,

Defense Attorney John H. Burnett
said today that the conviction would
be appealed. The death penalty will
be imposed sometime next week by
Justice James M. Proctor. Under
District law, the death penalty is
mandatory in a first-degree murder
conviction,

Jury Out 90 Minutes.

The jury took only 90 minutes to
find Mergner guilty of the murder
of the woman whom he had hoped
to make his wife. Receiving the
case shortly before 3 p.m., the jury
sent word at 4:20 p.m. to Justice
Proctor that they had reached a
verdict.

Among the spectators present
were Mergner's aged father, John E.
Mergner, and a brother. None of
the defendant’'s children was present.

2,546 Work Permits

June Record for D. C.

Students 14 to 17 Get
Work Chances, Half
To Those .14 and 15

A record number of District school
children have taken jobs for the
summer, school officials said today
as they revealed an unprecedented
total of 2,546 work permits issued to
students 14 to 17 years old during
the first three weeks of June.

The June total is expected to ap-
proach the 1939 summer total of
3,220. Of the permits issued so far,
1,197—nearly half—have been given
two youngsters 14 and 15 years old.
In more normal years relatively
few permMs were issued to this age
group.

Doctors have had to be called in
to examine applicants for work per-
mits three days a week instead of
the usual two. Of the total number
of students examined during June,
10 per cent were found to have
minor health defects. These were
given temporary werk permits and
told to return for another examina-
tion within periods ranging from 30
to 90 days.

On the basis of figures at the
school attendance office, Mrs. Alice
Sheldon, director, has predicted that
virtually all students able to work
have taken jobs. Within a few
months, she believes, the only new
source of student labor will be those
|who have just become eligible for

Accept Virtually
All Added Items

fiscal year beginning July 1 were

 |settled quickly at a conference to-
‘ |day, with the House managers ac-

cepting virtually all the $563,000
added by the Senate.
While exact totals were not at
once available it was estimated the
bill will provide approximately $69,-
111,000 for the 1945 fiscal year, or
nearly $11,000000 more than the
appropriations for this year,
The revised bill, as agreed to in
the conference, is to be reported to
the House ‘and Senate for action as
soon as details of the measure can
be whipped into shape, possibly later
today. No hitches were ex in
either house as Congress rushed to
wind up necessary business .before
the party conventions recess.
Compromise on Aides,

Conferees on the bill, headed by
Senator O'Mahoney, Democrat, of
Wyoming, and Representative Cof-
fee, Democrat, of Washington,
reached a se on the Senate’
proposal for $61,779 for continuing
and the house er as-
sistance program for needy families,
The managers agreed to provide
about $39,875 to permit continuation
of the 30 aides now employed, in-
stead of providing funds to hire 20
additional aldes, and stipulated that
the program should continue under
strict Government financing only
for the duration of the war.
The pay for the superintendent of
Gallinger Hospital was set at $8,000,
an increase of $1500 over the pres-
ent entrance salary. Health Officer
George C. Ruhland had reported
it was impossible to find a qualified
man to fill the vacancy at the pres-
ent'pay level, The Senate had pro-
posed to boost the salary to $9,500,
The Commissioners had recoms
mended an increase to only $8,000.
The House managers agreed to
an increase of $10,000 for the De-
partment of Vehicles and Traffie
for traffic lights but it is stipu-
lated that this fund shall be used
only for the repair, maintenance or
alteration of existing lights and not
for installation of additional signals, °
